
OLD ROSE BCD DOING WELL 

KENTUCKY DERBY FAVORITE WORKS MILE IN 
1:45% AT DOUGLAS PARK. 

Witnesses ol Trial Convinced That Uncle Gelding 
Will Continue His Viulorfous Castor During 
Coming Season — Other Gossip from Louisville. 




l<oui>t ille. K.v. . April 8. — That Old Rosebuds 
preparation for bis Kentucky Derb.i engagement on 
the ninth of next month is proceeding in a highly 
satisfactory manner is indicated by a piece of work 
that lb** nnsexed son of lucle and Ivory Bells did 
at Douglat* Park ytzterday in connection with the 
exauiiuatioii into his physical condition conducted 
by l*. T. f’liinu. acting in behalf of Jefferson Liv- 
iitgston. who has made II. C. Applegate & Co. an 
offer of $35,090 for the gelding. Old Rosebud 
was sent a mile and covered the distance in 1:45%, 
with great ease. It is evident that he will be ready 
to race at Lexington, should his owners so desire. 
The manner in which the work wa« done* suggested 
to critical onlookers that he is likely as a three- 
year-old to duplicate bis two-year-old triumphs. 

Aside from this, there lias been little Derby work 
of siguiticaucc by any of the various candidates 
now in training at the local tracks. Towards the 
last of the week Hodge and Ralph will bo set down 
and oilier eligibles are gradually working up to fast 
trials. All. however, are doing extraordinarily 
well in training for the rich stake, which in mone- 
tary value, as well as general interest, overshadows 
jiuy previous Kentucky I*erby in the forty years' 
history of this notable event. 

.1. hT. Madden's Derby eligible, that slashing filly. 
Watermelon, in her latest work went a mile in 
1 : is-.-,, covering the first three-quarters in 1:19%,. 
This sightly daughter of Watercress has spread out 
and grown greatly since last season and is .just the 
type of a filly to go a good mile and a quarter as 
early as .May 9, the date set for the running of the 
Derby this spring. 

Another Derby candidate that is going along 
well is the c«4t Toner, owned b\ Arnold & Co., iu 
the stable of James Kvermau. His latest work is 
' five furlongs in I :(K» l j. the first half being traversed 
in 53. This is a maiden Derby eligible on which 
Janies Kvermau recently wagered fifty dollars at 
odds of 100 to 1. and he now holds a ticket on him 
calling for $5,050. The future lunik operators, on 
the strength of this wager, have cut Teller's odds to 
30 to 1. , . 

Trainer Dan Lehau sent A. I*. Humphrey. Jr. s 
Derb.v candidate, Brouzcwiug. five furlongs in 1:00. 
and is evidently preparing her for a longer trial. 
This daughter of Stalwart is apparently a greatly 
improved filly this spring. 

Ralph and Hodge never miss a morning's exercise 
mi the course, and the same liolds true of Janus 
Ml! eMail US' Belloc. Another gelding engaged in the 
ra»v that is seen daily at the Downs in training 
is Toronto, in John If. Morris’ string, also trained by 
Kvermau, who works him by himself and employs 
the same Tactics with Toner. 

C S Wilson, the owner of Ivhii Gardner, winner 
of the Palmetto Derby, is still lingering here, 
watching the great Derby eligibles take then 
tniiniur He has in his colt one that can surely 
go the Derby route, as this son of Ivan the Terrible 
bits the unique distinction of being the only three- 
v ear-old that has ever won Infill a mile and a quar 
ter race for all ages and a race at the same dis- 
tance for three-year-olds before the first of March 
in his throe -vear-ohl form. He will have some fol- 
lowing for tiie Kentucky Derby, though on account 
of his Charleston victory he will have to carry 
-calc weight of 11*- poituds iu the Derby this 
spring. He has surely been a good bargain for 
his owner, who paid only $225 for him as a year- 
ling At that age lie was offered in a sale of J. 

• Greener's youngsters, in Canada, and bought by 
another turfman for $225. When the time cauie 
to settle, the bidder failed 0 * show up am 1 . Wilson 
thou took the colt off Mr. Greener's hands at the 
same figure. Ivan Gardner raced twelve times as a 
two year-old. winning three races, finishing second 
twice and third twice. He won hi* maiden raw 
at Mineral Springs. Indiana. Mr. Wilson will keeii 
Ivan Gardner at Lexington, where he is now quar 
icred. until the Kentucky Association meeting is 
over. He will likely start him a time or two there 
before bringing him here to fill his Kentucky Derby 
engagement.

with* Type, and three furlongs in 38 by John W.

New York State gave a majority of 25,009 for a 
onstitut ioual convention to be held next year.

The auditor-general of Pennsylvania has approved 
f 118 pensions being granted to mothers under the 
Act of 1915. 

A treaty has been signed between the United 
Slates and Columbia which settles the controversy 
iver Panama. 

Owen Moran. English lightweight, has contracted 
pneumonia aud lias not long to live, according to 
Knglish dispatches. 

Advocates of Sunday baseball were defeated iu 
the lower house of the Massachusetts Legislature. 
The vote was 128 to 84. 

Kir John Shiffner, who served through the Zulu 
campaign in 1879, accidentally killed himself while 
cleaning a gun at his home iu Lewes. England. 

The last spike iu the Grand Trunk transcontinen- 
tal railroad has been driven and the road now ex 
tends from Port laud. Me., to Prince Rupert, B. C. 

William Gordon Hake, venerable English barris- 
ter. celebrated bis 103rd birthday in company with 
his sou and daughter, who are aged 75 and 71 years. 

Mayor Harrison of Chicago, departed last night 
for a fortnight's vacation trip in the southwest 
that will include a visit to the Grand Canon of 
Arizona. 

Governor Glynn of New York, has refused to re- 
prieve the four gunmen convicted ot slaying Herman 
Rosenthal. New York gambler, and they will go 
to the electric chair next Monday. 

King Gustave of Sweden aud the surgeons in at- 
tendance, have fixed today as tlie time when an 
operation is to be i*er formed on his majesty, who is 
suffering from an ulcer iu the stomach. 

The cost of Bulgaria’s share in the Balkan war 
has l*een estimated in Sofia by Professor Tsaukofl 
lo Ik* $548,000,900, with a loss of 58,000 lives, or 
it per cent, of the adult male population of tbe 
country. 

It is announced that tlie University of Southern 
California has decided to abandon Rugby football 
ns a major sj*ort after three years’ participation 
and again take up tbe American intercollegiate 
form. 

The votes of the newly enfranchised women were 
the deciding factor in wiping out over 1.000 saloons 
in Illinois in Tuesday’s election. The “wets” and 
* drys” broke about even iu Tuesday's election in 
Nebraska. 

Tbe Austrian Ministry of Commerce have entered 
into au agreement with the principal steamship 
companies of the country for the regulation of emi- 
grant traffic in order to prevent emigrants escaping 
military service. 

A tentative valuation of between $25,000,000 and 
$50,000,000 is placed on tbe estate of Benjamin 
Altman. New York merchant and art connoisseur, 
who died on October 7, 1013, according to an an- 
nouncement by the executors aud trustees. 

Tlie Republicans gained and the Democrats lost 
a seal in Congress as tin* result of a special elec- 
tion in the Seventh New Jersey district. The 
Democratic congressional candidate was successful 
in a special election in Boston to fill a vacancy. 

Radium lands of the west are being taken from 
the public domain at ihe rate of 100 claims a 
month. Senator Walsh, chairman of the mines com- 
mittee. told the senate, in an effort to bring up 
the radium bill reported several weeks ago. The 
senator failed to gel unanimous consent to have

London. Eng.. April 8.- Premier Asquith, who 
resign'd from the house of commons in order to 
make bis accoptain*e of tbe portfolio of secretary of 
whi legal, was returned to parliament unopposed 
today from his constituency In East Fife. Scotland. 
Premier Asquith has represented this district in 
commons since 1880 . Six years ago today Mr. 
Asquith became premier. 

Washington. D. C., April 8. — Tbe question of bow 
much white blood au Indian may jiossess without 
becoming a “mixed blood” within the eyes of the 
law was argued before the Supreme Court. The 
government seeks to limit the effect of the Clapp 
amendment of 1006. under which all restrictions 
as to the sale of allotments to Indians within the 
White Earth reservation in Minnesota were re- 
moved as to “mixed blood” Indians. The court 



was asked to hold that an Indian must have oue 
half white blood in his veins before he becomes a 
“mixed blood.” Solicitor General Davis declared 
that white neighbors had gotten title to one-half 
the land allotted to the Indians. 

London, Lug., April 8. — Sergeant Deane of tbe 
British army dying corps was instantly killed l (slay 
ai the Brooklauds aerodrome while making his final 
flight as a pupil before receiving bis pilot’s cer- 
tificate. Deane, acting against the advice of his 
instructor. ascended to a heigh! of 1.200 feet. He 
then attempted a spiral descent, during which lie 
losl control of the aeroplane. 

Washington, D. C., April 8. Plans for President 
Wilson’s Faster trip were announced today. The 
party will go to White Sulpher Springs. W. Va. 
ihe purpose is to afford Mrs. Wilson rest and an 
opportunity to recuperate from her recent illness. 
The president will leave Thursday night, spending 
Friday, Saturday aud Sunday at White Sulpher 
Springs and beiug back at his desk Monday morning. 

Hearing on the controversy over a fuml of $200,000 
claimed by the estate of the late John K. W. Way- 
man as fees collected through the Municipal courts 
during his term of office as state’s attorney was 
resumed before Judge Jesse A. Baldwin here yes- 
terday. The money has been paid into court on a 
bill of interpleader tiled by Homer S. Galpin. 
former clerk of the Municipal court. Attorney 
Thomas Marshall argued that it is illegal for the 
state to convert fees of officials into the treasury. 

Juarez, Mex., April 8. Six hundred Spaniards, 
expelled from Torreon by General Villa, arrived here 
early this morning and were permitted to cross to 
El Paso. Fighting is general around Tampico, ac- 
cording to official reports. The rebels have cap- 
tured Dona Cecilia and apparently another small 
point. The American women and children who re- 
sided at Dona Cecilia have been removed to Tampico. 
An official telegram states that the combined con- 
stitutionalist forces of Generals Obregou and Car 
rasco have invested Mazatlan. 

Kansas City, Mo., April 8. — The lowest tempera 
lures ever recorded so late in April were registered 
over most of Missouri, Kansas. Oklahoma and north 
Texas today. Kansas temperatures ranged from 
II above zero at Hays, iu the western part of the 
state, to 24 degrees at Topeka and other points in 
the eastern part. The Texas panhaudlc reported :t 
temperature of 10 above zero. All the fruit in that 
section, it is believed, has been killed. An inch of 
snow has fallen. The snow is of great benefit to 
the cattle ranges, which have lacked moisture. 

Governor Cole L. B lease of South Carolina has 
just released fourteen prisoners, of whom eight were 
convicted of manslaughter, three of larceny, two of 
arson and one of practising dentistry without a li- 
cense. This makes 1,190 convicts to whom Gov. 
Blease has extended clemency since he assumed 
office in January, 1911. There were more than 1.300 
prisoners iu the state* penitentiary when Mr. Blease 
iiecame governor, but there are only J86 left, and 
they will leave before long, as the governor told 
a committee of the legislature that he intended to 
empty the penitentiary by August 1. 

Quiucy, Mass., April 8. — Charles W. Ganzel, a 
crack baseball catcher of a quarter of a century 
ago, died here today. He had been ill of cancer 
for a year. Gamsel’s fame began as a member of 
the noted Detroit team of the early eighties, and 
his name became one of prominence in baseliall 
history as a member of the “Big Four.” with Rieli- 
ardsoii. Broutbers and Bennett, who in 1888 were 
sold to Boston by Detroit for $ 25 , 000 . an astounding 
sum in those days. He had previously played with 
the St. Paul and Philadelphia teams. John Ganzel. 
manager of the Rochester team of the International 
league, is n brother of the dead man- Gauzel was 
52 years old. 

Washington. D. C.. April 8. — Australia aud Ar 
gent ina arc tbe only two countries so far as known 
which have a greater i*er capita consumption of 
dressed meat than the United States, according to 
a statement of the department of agriculture. “Aus- 
tralia and Argentine,” says the statement, “are 
countries of sparse population and vast herds and 
flocks, hence meat is exceedingly cheap and native 
consumption large and probably wasteful.” The 
tier capita consumption of incut for Australia aud 
Argentina is estimated to be about 250 pounds per 
annum. Tlie corresponding consumption for the 
1 n i ted States was computed by the federal bureau 
of animal industry to bo 172 pounds in 1909. anil i 
is estimated to Ik* about ten pounds less today. 

New \ ork . April 8. — The huge battleship New 
York, the most terrible euariue of destruction ever 
built in a United States navy yard, was formally 
placed Iu commission today. The event was attend 
ed with simple* but impressive ceremonies Within 
a cable’s length of tbe New* York lay her sister 
ship, the great battleship Texas. Not only iu size 
but in the calibre of the guns comprising their main 
batteries are the New York and Texas the most 
formidable battleships ever built. Up to the present 
time the 13-inch gun, which has not been used on 
any of the newer ships of the navy, has Ikhmi the 
limit in caliber of naval guns. Tbe New- York and 
Texas, however, will each carry ten 14-inch guns 
mounted two to a turret and so arranged that all of 
them can l»e fired iu a broadside, forward or aft at 
the same time. 



ARRANGEMENTS MADE FOR CONTINUATION 
OF MEETING TO ITS SCHEDULED END. 

Horsemen Agree to Race for Gate Receipts and 
Officials Donate Their Services— Betting Con- 
ducted on Strietly Oral Basis. 



Norfolk, Va., April 8. — The meeting* of the 
Jamestown Jockey Club continued today under au 
agreement reached last night after yesterday’s raid 
on the betting ring had been discussed in all its 
phases. The arrangement is that the Jockey Club 
will not be required to adhere to the program orig- 
inally announced for the meetiug aud tbe horsemen 
will race for the gate receipts. The officials will 
do their part iu carrying the meeting out by donating 
their services, it is expected that under these con- 
ditions the sport will go on without interruption 
until the fifteen days for which it was scheduled 
shall have been .completed on April 17. Tbe fol- 
lowing day will bring the opening of the racing sea- 
son in Maryland, at the Havre de Grace track. 

A large and enthusiastic crowd was on baud at 
the track this afternoon. When the notes of the 
hugle called the liorses to the post for the opening 
dash of the day, peal after peal of handclapping 
burst from the grandstand. The demonstration 
lasted for several minutes and tbe last echo did 
not die away until tbe barrier was sprung to send 
tbe horses away. 

Tbe excitement that attended tbe raiding of the 
betting ring yesterday has not died away and local 
citizens are highly incensed over tbe high- 
handed manner in which the emissaries of Governor 
Stuart made their arrests yesterday. “Brutal and 
altogether not befitting any civilized community” 
was' tin* way oue former deputy sheriff characterized 
yesterday’s proceedings. 

Many men who were placed under arrest yester- 
day by the Baldwin detectives owe their liberty 
ihi bail today to A! Hanf, diminutive New York 
speculator. Hr placed $6,000 iu the hands of the 
l*»>lice authorities to guarantee the appearance 
of the men when summoned for trial. “Gentlemen, 
you may take an> part of that money if any r niz 
now under arrest fails to appear for trial.” His 
action* was the sole topic of conversation where 
ruce goers congregated this morning. 

The management cauie in for severe criticism 
for tlioir hasty action iu precipitately deciding 
last night to declare the remainder of the meeting 
off. However, the officials this afternoon made up 
for this in part by devoting their services to the 
continuation of the meeting gratis. From the 
highest paid official on the grounds to tbe lowly 
gat emeu all volunteered their services free of 
charge. 

The races today were contested without any 
programmed purses, but it was understood that 
winning horses would receive over $100 apiece. 

No o|K*n betting was tolerated today and repre- 
sentatives of the governor failed to put in au ap- 
pearance.

THOMAS CLYDE MAKES MAGNANIMOUS OFFER.

Mr. Clyde today wrote Rev. Dr. Stratton that 
ho was willing i" co-operate with the anti-racing 
people in assisting the governor to find a non- 
partisan commission. He offered to boar one-half 
of the expense in tin* event that some auti-ruciug 
man would pay the other half. 

The governor probabiv will soon appoint his coni 
mission and it is thought that «n exhaustive 
search into Maryland racing conditions will be 
made during the next two years.

the winner, carrying 99 pounds, Cuthbert, the second 
horse, 102 pounds, and Short Grass, the third horse, 
100 pounds. Concerning the horses starting and 
the race itself London Sporting Life of March 26 
sb id : 

The most admired of the party was Cigar, which, 
always a handsome horse, looked a perfect picture. 
So did Tuxedo, but Braucepetb. which had played a 
curious part iu the market, pulled up leg weary 
after ji six furlong gallop ami certainly did not 
please the critics. This no doubt wag responsible 
for his retrograde movement, in ihe market, for at 
the finish it was quite easy to get 10 to 1 about him, 
while previously good judges had accepted as little 
as -7 to 1. It is many years ago since an aged 

horse won rhe Lincolnshire Handicap, aud Brance- 
petli. named, by the way. alter one of lx>rd Dur- 
ham’s collieries, was not the sort of animal to break 
records. Tuxedo looked well as he walked around 
the enclosure, described as a paddock, aud so did 
Cuthbert. which returned to marker favor at the 
finish. Maiden Erlegh would have been letter with 
a few more gallops and so would Jarnac 11., which 
carried a big barrel. Cuthbert represented a perfect 
specimen **f a well -trained horse, aud possibly the 
handsomest horse of tile whole party was , Short 
Grass, hut unfortunately he is not to be depended 
upon, lit* was on better behavior than usual at the 
| post, lati there Maiden Lrlegh and Cuthbert upset 
the field, and owing to their autics Ultimus was 
badly interfered with aud practically took no part 
I in tlie race. Brancepetb. Boulton Rose and Piutadeau 
were also sufferers, and Cuthbert only just escaped 
the tangle. Mr. Davies’ horse goon asserted himself, 
as did Mediator, blit the latter was not capable of 
getting the mile. 

••It has been argued that Lincoln is an easy course 
aud the fact that both Little Eva and Sir Geoffrey 
won the race is substantial proof of the recognized 
theory, but they were both tiring at the finish of 
their’ respective races. So was Mediator. He was 
leading a quarter of a mile from borne, but collapsed 
entirely in the last furlong aud failed to gain a 
place. * Mediator is a fast horse, but it is obvious 
that he cannot get a mile. The Lincolnshire Handi- 
cap is alwavs. or nearly always, decided in the last 
couple of hundred yards and Outrain asserted himself 
there and won with plenty in hand. Cuthbert was 
unquestionably second best, and Prevoyant, the 
property of one of the best-known members of the 
ring, ran sufficiently \yell to encourage the belief 
that lie will win over an easy course like Brighton, 
where he has previously shown good form. Romeo 
lias turned a savage, as Frank Hartigau knows very 
well, hut for once in a way In* behaved himself, 
and 'when he earns winning brackets again it will 
probably Ik* in a welrer race. ... 

•*As a guide to future events, the big race did 
not reveal anything. Had Long Set run he might 
have won. for he is undoubtedly tlie best handicap 
horse iu training. Mr. Joel thinks he represents 
something more than that class and is substantiated 
in his opinion by Harry Batho. Long Set will be 
seen in cup races this season and is quite likely to 
earn as great a reputaton as did Velocity, which 
iwiia* \\on the Doncaster Cup, having such a grand 
stayer as The White Knight, behind ou rhe second

He 
also was a member of the Union Club of Manhattan 
and the Naval Order of the United States.

Alfred Seton Post, Jr., who is connected with the 
Equitable Trust Company, and three daughters, 
Miss Ethel M. Post, of Flushing.
